New  school  policies,  like  the  "no 
water  rule,"  weren't  the  only  issues  being 
scrutinized  in  Charlevoix.

Government  classes  were

Magic  Writing! 
Crush  an  Ex-Lax  tablet  and  dissolve  it  in  about  1  oz.  of  rubbing 
alcohol.  Dip  a  Q-tip  in  solution  and  write  a  message  on  piece  of 
white  paper.  Allow  to  dry  (it  should  be  invisible.)  To  reveal  the 
message,  spray  with  a  spray  bottle  of  ammonia;  to  conceal  the 
message  again,  spray  with  a  spray  bottle  of  vinegar. 

*  Making  a  Super  Ball! 

Pour  20  mL  of  sodium  silicate  solution  ("Water  Glass"  found 
in  hardware  or  drug  stores)  into  a  small  measuring  cup;  add 
10  mL  of  ethyl  alcohol.  Stir  until  a  gelatinous  mass  forms. 
Remove  with  your  fingers  and  put  in  paper  towels  to  absorb 
the  excess  liquid,  squeeze  tightly  with  your  hand.  Remove 
from  towels-if  it  crumbles,  exert  more  pressure  until  it  forms 
a  single  mass.  Rinse  with  water  and  shape  into  a  ball.  The 
material  may  appear  to  be  a  solid,  but  is  actually  a  very  slow 
flowing  liquid-a  type  of  glass;  this  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  it 
will  flatten  out  into  a  puddle  if  allowed  to  stand  on  a  flat 
surface.  The  ball  may  bounce,  but  will  shatter  if  bounced  too 
hard.  Store  in  an  airtight  container  to  prevent  it  from  drying 
out.

Science  can  be  a  very  difficult 
subject  to  understand  and  many  students 
don't  "get"  why  it  is  a  required  course  to 
take.  Well,  there  is  an  amount  of  reason 
behind  having  science  a  requirement  for 
graduation.  For  example,  some  things  that 
are  taught  in  science  classes  have  to  do  with 
pH  levels.  Why  does  anyone  have  to  know 
about  pH  levels?  Suppose  you  have  a  pool, 
you  would  have  to  know  what  the  pH  level 
of  the  water  should  be  so  it  will  be 
comfortable  and  not  grow  algae. 

Another  reason  science  is  taught 
and  is  important  to  everyone  is  that  science 
conducted  in  space  may  one  day  result  in 
better  paints  for  homes,  faster  acting 
medicines  (and  who  wouldn't  like  that,) 
better  computers,  and  even  milk  that 
doesn't  separate  and  become  chunky  after 
too  long.  For  example,  when  a  person  has 
to  pump  gasoline  into  his/her  vehicle  and 
talks  on  a  cell  phone  at  the  same  time,  there 
could  be  a  problem.  Because  the  receiver 
part  of  the  cell  phone  gives  off  tiny  sparks 
when  it  is  in  use,  the  fumes  from  the 
gasoline  could  potentially  ignite  from  the 
sparks.  Also,  when  a  person  gets  out  of  his/ 
her  vehicle  to  pump  gas,  gets  back  into  the 
vehicle,  then  gets  out  again  when  it  is  done 
pumping,  the  static  electricity  from  rubbing 
against  the  upholstery  could  produce  a 
spark  and,  it  too,  could  ignite  the  fumes.

In  everyday  life,  when 
would  you  find  yourself  needing  to 
know  things  like  Algebra,  Geometry, 
or  Calculus? 

Imagine  that  you  are 
planning  to  attend  a  party  at  a  friends 
house.  They  tell  you  that  they  are 
expecting  around  40  people  and 
everyone  is  bringing  something  to 
snack  on.  So  you  decide  to  make 
something  out  of  an  old  recipe  book 
and  you  look  through  the  ingredients. 
At  the  bottom  of  the  list  it  reads: 
"serves  10."  Now,  what  do  you  do? 
You  use  math  to  figure  that  by 
multiplying  all  of  the  ingredients  by 
four,  you  will  have  enough  food  for 
the  40  people  expected  to  be  there. 
Without  the  knowledge  of  this 
technique,  you  probably  would  have 
been  lost  as  to  how  you  were  going  to 
make  all  that  food  in  addition  to  being 
hungry.

Senior  Logan  Matter  lived  like  a  normal  teenage  boy  until  his 
severe  headaches  kept  him  from  doing  so.  It  ended  up  being  more 
serious  than  he  could  have  ever  anticipated.  His  only  operation 
was  to  have  risky  brain  surgery.  These  are  his  own  words... 

For  three  years  I  had  painful  headaches.  They  were  the  most  painful  headaches  I've 

ever  felt. 

I  decided  to  see  a  new  doctor,  Dr.  Brown,  in  Petoskey.  She  gave  me  an  MRI  and 

diagnosed  me  with  Chiari.  Chiari  is  a  very  rare  brain  malformation  that  causes  the  painful 

headaches,    memory  loss,  and  nystagmus  of  the  eyes.  Dr.  Brown  the  put  me  in  the  hands  of  Dr. 

Muraszko,  a  neurosurgeon  in  Ann  Arbor. 

One  week  prior  to  the  surgery  was  spent  receiving  more  MRIs  and  bloodtests  that  needed  to  be 

taken.  Though  I  never  really  became  nervous,  Mr.  Guirey  felt  that  I  should  prepare  for  the  worst 

when  he  approached  me  in  the  hall  and  asked,  "Do  you  think  that  you  can  get  me  your  art  fee 

before  you  go  under  the  knife?  You  know,  just  in  case."  So  /  wrofe  up  a  Living  Will. 

Day  1-  August  2,  2002,  the  day  before  my  birthday  and  I  was  in  a  white  operating  room  in  the 

U  of  M  Hospital  in  Ann  Arbor.  Soon  the  room  went  black 

and  I  was  under  the  knife.  Due  to  the  position  I  was 
kept  in  for  8  hrs.  of  surgery;  which  was  face  down, 
with  my  arms  out  like  superman.  I  woke  up  vw'ffi  my 
eyes  swollen  shut.  But  my  arms  were  in  the 

most  pain. 
After  surgery  they  removed  my  catheter 
and  moved  me  to  the  floor.  It  turned 
out  that  I  was  allergic  to  the  pain 
killers-  so  everytime  I  hit  my  pain 
button  I  would  get  sick  to  my 
stomach  and  throw-up  large 
amounts  of  bile.  For  the  first  24 
hours  I  went  without  pain  killers.  With 
all  the  fluid  going  into  my  system  I 
needed  to  pee,  but  apparently 
something  was  messed  up  when  the 
catheter  was  removed.  So  there  I  am, 
lying  there,  pumped  full  of  fluids  and  no 
way  to  relieve  myself.  Now  a  normal 
human  bladder  would  not  fill  up  a  hospital 
pee  bag.  I  did.  I  was  once  again  hooked  up 
to  a  catheter.  I  ended  up  filling  2.6  pee 
bags,  which  equals  out  to  be  1.5  liters. 
Later  during  the  night  I  felt  my  hand  burning. 
My  mom  said  that  it  was  normal  for  the  IV  to 
cause  burning,  so  I  tried  to  ignore  it.  24 
hours  later  she  finally  said  something  to  ffie 
guv  who  puf  if  in.  It  turned  out  that  he  had 
missed  fhe  vein  and  the  IV  had  been  pumping 
fluids  into  my  flesh  for  24  straight  hour  instead  of 

my  vein. 
On  the  final  day  of  my  hospital  experience,  I  was  finally  given  pain  killers. 

I  was  also  starving.  I  hadn't  eaten  anything  in  the  three  days  of  me  being  in  the  hospital  because 

of  my  intolerance  for  hospital  food  especially  jello.  Since  the  surgery  I've  been  doing  much  better. 

I  have  little  or  no  headaches  and  my  memory  has  improved.  The  nystagmus  is  sfill  on  fhe  lisf  of 

improvemenfs.

Senior  Karen  Larsen  has  lived  her  life  with  something  most  people 
couldn't  imagine.  She  was  born  with  a  hearing  disorder.  These  are 
her  own  words... 


Waking  up  to  my  clock  vibrating  underneath  my  pillow,  I  turn  on  my  light  and 
scramble  to  stop  my  alarm.  As  much  as  I  hate  to  get  up,  I  don't  want  another  tardy.  After 
groping  for  my  glasses  and  hearing  aids,  I  stumble  to  the  bathroom.  Yet  another  day  has 
begun. 

It  takes  20  minutes  to  drive  to  school.  The  five-minute  warning  bell  penetrates  the 
halls  filled  with  bleary-eyed  students  looking  bewildered  to  discover  they're  not  in  bed 
anymore.  A  friend  gripes  about  how  it  never  ends  as  we  navigate  our  way  to  English.  With 
my  eyes  and  ears  focused  on  her  face,  I  narrowly  miss  yet  another  suicidal  mowing  by  that 
football  player  who  is  infuriated  football  season  is  over. 

While  Mrs.  Seaman  struggles  to  bring  us  to  life  and  to  focus  on  a 

literature  piece,  I  can  only  sit  there  numbly.  Gradually,  the  gears  start 
to  grumble  and  clank.   By  the  time  my  mind  finds  itself,  it  discovers 
that  it  is  8:00,  I've  already  eaten,  and  I'm  sitting  in  English,  then  it 
wonders  why  on  earth  I  would  want  to  be  here.  As  hard  as  I 
try  not  to,  my  mind  gives  in  before  three  hours  of  English  and 
Advanced  Biology  have  gone  by. 

It's  10:45,  not  a  sensible  lunch  time,  but  my  stomach 
growls  as  I  wait  in  line  to  buy  my  lunch.  Although  lunch 
is  a  great  time  to  be  with  friends,  my  mind  wanders  most 
of  the  time.   Cafeterias  are  horrible  places  for  a 
"normal"  person  to  converse  in  and  nearly  impossible 
for  me.   Reading  lips  helps  my  life  tremendously, 
although  there's  always  a  good  laugh  at  my 
misinterpretations.   Yet  no  one  can  truly  know  how  hard 
it  is  for  me  to  hear  and  how  much  energy  I  use  to  get 
through  a  normal  day  in  a  very  verbal  society.  Yet  neither  do 
I,  since  I've  always  had  a  moderate-to-severe  hearing  loss. 
After  the  last  bell  rings,  I  trek  in  the  arctic  wind  to  my  car.  Ten 
minutes  later,  I  start  to  warm  up  inside  the  public  library.  I  chat  with  the  librarians  as  I  begin 
to  sort  and  shelve  books.  Although  it  would  drive  an  average  person  mad  to  do  the  tedious 
and  never-ending  work,  I  don't  mind  it;  I  love  books  and  spend  the  time  thinking.   Many 
things  float  in  and  out  of  my  orbit  of  thought  -  the  trip  to  France,  planning  the  weekend, 
wondering  if  we'll  have  a  snow  day  soon,  and  why  921  goes  after  999  in  the  library 
system.   But  I  wonder  the  most  whether  the  Albion,  Carleton,  and  Kalamazoo  Colleges 
have  received  my  applications,  who  will  accept  me,  and  where  I  will  be  in  nine  months?  I 
feel  as  if  I  am  more  than  ready  to  live  away  from  home,  but  I  know  nothing  will  be  quite  like 
Charlevoix. 

While  sitting  at  one  of  two  stoplights  in  town,  my  stomach  growls  -  again.   Lucky 
for  me,  I'm  heading  home.  Already  it's  dark  and  the  temperature  is  even  lower,  but  there's 
only  a  meager  layer  of  snow  and  still  things  to  do  before  bed.  After  dinner,  I  want  more 
than  anything  to  hole  up  in  bed  until  the  sun  comes  out  in  April,  but  life  has  other  plans. 
Locking  my  bedroom  door,  I  slog  through  my  Calculus,  mumble  in  French,  and  scribble  for 
AP  Government.   It  is  sometime  after  9:00PM  that  I  permit  myself  to  shower,  brush,  and 
collapse  into  layers  of  solace.  There's  only  one  thing  I  love  doing  more  than  sleeping  - 
reading.  After  less  than  30  minutes,  I  can't  even  stay  conscious  for  that  and  I  drift 
off... tomorrow  is  yet  another  day.

"The  most  memorable  moment

where  they  were  up  against  Mio.  Playing  hard 
on  Traverse  City  West  High  School's  court, 
the  team  once  again  defeated  the  opponent 
to  move  on  to  their  next  opponent,  McBain. 

The  Rayders  were  up  against  last 
year's  class  C  champions,  the  McBain 
Ramblers. 

McBain  gave  them  a  run  for  their 
money,  but  the  Rayders  defeated  them  by 
five  points  in  overtime.  Charlevoix  pushed 
them  out  of  their  way  so  they  could  move  on 
to  be  one  of  the  top  eight  teams  in  the  state 
of  Michigan. 

"Their  one  point  was  the  reason 
that  we  didn't  win  last  year.  So  when  we  beat 
them,  it  was  a  release;  a  huge  weight  off  of 
our  shoulders,"  junior  John  DiMartino  said. 

It  was  then  that  thev  had  to 


match  their  abilities  against  the  Ishpaming 
Patriots. 

Even  with  the  seeming  "home 
game"  advantage  (there  were  only  around 
200  Ishpaming  fans  and  over  1500  Charlevoix 
fans)  they  just  couldn't  pull  ahead  in  the 
end. 

The  final  buzzer  rang  out  like  a 
fog  horn  on  a  stormy  night  at  the  final  game 
against  Ishpaming  as  the  Rayders  didn't  go 
on  with  their  amazing  season;  they  simply 
came  home. 

"It  was  an  extremely 
disappointing  game.  When  I  look  back  over 
the  season,  we  aquired  more  than  we 
thought;  no  one  gave  us  a  chance  at  the 
beginning, "  said  junior  Scott  Friske.

To  the  average  spectator  at  a 
track  and  field  meet, 
one  would  think  that 
teamwork  plays  little

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Mission  Columbia  Fails

The  space  shuttle 
Columbia  lifted  off  on 
Thursday  morning  January 
16,  2003  from  the  Kennedy 
Space  Center  located  in 
Cape  Canaveral,  Fl.  Within 
the  interior  of  the  tons  of  steel 
were  located  seven  astro- 
nauts. The  importance  of  this 
mission  was  evident  because 
the  first  Israeli  astronaut  was 
one  among  the  seven. 
The  mission  was 
intended  to  be  16  days  long, 
and  it  seemed  to  everyone 
that  a  successful  and 
historical  mission  would  be 
lived  out  without  a  hitch. 

However,  on  February 
1,  2003  Columbia  became 
historical  for  a  completely 
different  reason.  The  space 


shuttle  broke  apart  over 
Texas. 

The  tragedy  occurred 
over  an  altitude  of  some 
200,000  feet.  It  was  shorty 
after  reentry  and  only  15 
minutes  before  the  space 
shuttle  was  to  touch  down  at 
Cape  Canaveral. 

"I  was  at  an  indoor 
track  meet  at  LSSU  in  Sault 
Ste.  Marie,"  said  junior 
Michelle  Rowe,  "I  was  in 
shock  when  I  heard.  I  was 
struck  with  a  feeling  that  it 
might  have  been  terrorism 
because  of  the  Israeli,  but 
never  the  less,  I  was  still 
saddened  for  the  American 
loss." 

This  horrible  travesty 
caused  doubt  and  suspicion 


to  cloud  the  NASA  space 
program.  The  future  of  this 
program  now  seems 
uncertain. 

"It  seems  like  we've 
been  doing  third  grade 
experiments  in  space  ever 


since  we  landed  on  the 
moon,"  said  junior  Tim  Cross, 
"it's  time  we  got  serious 
about  it  or  dropped  it, 
because  it's  costing  millions 
of  tax  dollars."

U.S.  and  Iraq  On  the  Verge  of  War

More  than  a  decade  after  the  Persian  Gulf  War,  it 
seemed  inevitable  that  another  showdown  between  the  U.S. 
and  Iraq  was  on  the  horizon.    Iraqi  President  Saddam 
Hussein  accepted  a  new  U.N.  resolution  that  attempted  to 
open  the  dor  for  U.N.  inspectors  and  gave  access  to  search 
any  suspected  Iraqi  weapons.    President  George  W.  Bush 
made  it  clear  that  the  United  States  would  have  zero 
tolerance  with  any  Iraq  interference  with  inspections. 

President  Bush  stated  that  the  U.S.  wants  a  "regime 
change"  in  Baghdad.    Bush  compared  the  rebuilding  that 
would  take  place  in  Iraq  to  U.S.  efforts  after  World  War  II  to 
rebuild  war-  ravaged  countires.    "After  defeating  enemies,  we 
did  not  leave  behind  occupying  armies.   We  left  constitutions 
and  parliaments,"  said  President  Bush. 

Saddam  Hussein  didn't  use  chemical  or  biological 
weapons  during  the  1991  Gulf  War,  but  the  Pentagon  was 
still  considered  the  possibility  that  he  could  use  them  in  this 
conflict.

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The  Fate  of  The  Old  Middle  School 


by  Katie  Bradley 

For  the  past  year  the  community  has  been  in  a 
rather  controversial  situation  over  what  to  do  with  the 
old  Charlevoix  Middle  School.  One  possibility  would 
be  to  move  the  public  library  to  the  old  school  and 
turn  it  into  a  community  center.  The  center  would  offer 
indoor  basketball  as  well  as  the  library  to  all  those 
who  wish  to  use  it. 

"We  need  more  space  for  the  library,"  said 
senior  Karen  Larsen,  who  works  at  the  local  library 
after  school,  "and  the  middle  school  would  provide 
more  than  enough  space."  The  problem  is,  however, 
the  feasibility  of  the  old  school.  The  building's  walls 
were  a  major  cause  for  concern,  due  to  the  massive 
volumes  of  books  that  would  be  constantly  weighing 
on  them. 

Another  option  is  to  sell  the  property.  Because 
of  the  recent  budget  cuts  in  the  state,  the  community 
felt  that  selling  the  property  would  boost  the  town's 
economy  at  a  much  needed  time.  Parking  is  also  an 
issue  for  the  old  building.  Residents  lining  State  Street 
behind  the  school  made  their  opinions  known  on

traffic  and  noise  increases  if  the  property  were  to  be 
sold  rather  than  turned  into  a  community  center.

We  won't  make  any  decisions  as  a  board 
without  approval  on  the  feasibility  of  the  building," 
said  Media  Specialist  Mrs.  Betty  Henne,  who  also 
serves  on  the  library  board.

Due  to  the  lack  of  funding,  the  students  had  to  be  very  ambitious  when  it 
came  to  selling  ads.  Although  our  ad  sales  total  was  down  from  last  year,  it  can 
only  be  attributed  to  the  economy  because  students  spend  many  hours  out  on  the 
road  and  on  the  phone  trying  to  sell  ads.  This  year  the  yearbook  was  priced  at  a 
mere  $40  making  it  easy  for  260  students  to  purchase.
